CRIPPLED VIRGINIA. 


The County Treasurers Evjoined From the 
Collection of Taxes, 

Ricanoxp, Va., June 19.—Judge Bond, of 
the United States circuit court, has ontered a 
decree in five suite brought by taxpayers, who 
bave tendered coupons inj payment of state 
texes, perpetually enjoining the defendant 
treasurers irom levying upon, selling, or 
returning as delinquent the property 
of the complainants, or taking 
any other steps to collect the taxes, The in- 
svificiency of the amountin the cases makes 
the decrees final unless the case is made up, 
which, it is understood, has already beea 
Core, to carry the matter to the United Sta'es 
supreme court. Judge Bond’s decrees are 
claimcd to be in exact accordance with the 
decision of the supreme courtin Apgil in the 
Virginia coupon cases. Their practical effect 
is thet the tex payer has only to tender tax 
receivable coupons to the proper officer and 
eny proceedings thereafter to collect the tax 
in money wiil be perpetually enjoined. Costs 
of about $50 were awarded in each case ageinst 
the treasurers, for the refunding of which to 
them there is no provision by the state law. 
Judge R. W. Hughes, of the district court, to- 
day granted preliminary injunctions in other 
end eimilar cases. The effect of these pro- 
ceedings will be to embarrass the state seri- 
ously in the collection of its revenue.

The Opinion of Dr. Douglas on General 
Grant’s Condition. 


Mr. McGrecor, N. Y., June 19.—Tt was 

after 10 o’clock this morning when General 
Grant was aroused for the day. He had slept 
well after the doctor had attended him shortly 
after 12, and he dosed through the morning. 
Dr. Douglas this morning used these words after 
having examined his patient: 
_ “The general’s voice is audible this morn- 
ing. Heseems very well. The 8 welling out- 
side seems less and the irritation inside is 
slight. To sum up, his condition is very good, 
better then a week ago. I think the change 
is beginning to benefit him.” 

At noon the general,just after being dressed, 
walked out on the piazza and joined Dr. New- 
men and the family, who egain sat for a 
family picture. The entire family is now 
here at the cottage. The general 
made his first appearance for 
the dey atnoon, when hesat on the varanda 
for two hours. He returned to his room after 
ene | been photographed with his tamily 
around bim. 

General Grant spent this evening upon the 
cotiege piazza until nearly nine o’clock, and 
when he entered the house he walked into the 
front room, where he wrote a note for 
Colonel Grant, calling the attention 
of the latter . to certain mat- 
ters he desired attended to in connection 
with the work on his book. This symptom 
of reviving interest in this work is regarded 
by the family tonight with pleasure. About 
10 o’elock Dr. Douglas retired. There had 
been no coughing after the general entered 
the house. The doctor demonstrated his 
asfurance of a good night by going to bed so 
early, and the family were equally confident.

COLQUITT IN MISSISSIPPI, 


liits Address Before the Mechanical and Ag- 
ricultnral College—The Olosing Exercises, 

STARKVILLE, Miss., June 19.—Fully 4,000 
souls filled the assembly house of the agri- 
cultural and mechanical college to hear the 
address of ex-Governor A. H. Colquitt, of 
Georgia, to the graduating class. 

After a fervent prayer by Rev. Mr. Came- 
ren, Governor Lowry introduced the orator of 
the day. The latterannounced no set subject, 
but for more than an hour held the minds 
and hearts oi his hearers, pouring out upon 
them in floods of eloquence practical thoughts 
and suggestions and patriotic sentiments. 

He epoke of the old south, the old people 
and the old times. Then of the new south 
and the possibilities of its resources yet to 
be developed, and that could only be de- 
veloped, utilized and made profitable by the 
education of her sons in those sciences and 
arts thet relate directly to those resources. 
Agricultural and mechanical colleges can 
supply this education. He advised the 
young men to stick to the farm and ‘not to 
seek homes and employment in the cities. 
The country pays tribute to the cities and 
towns, and when itcan no longer do that by 
reason of wornout lands and unskillful farm- 
ix g the wreck will come, burying all in one 
common gulf of destruction. He ridiculed the 
idea of over production. No injury came to 
the agriculturist frem that cause, but rather 
from monopolies and high tariff, selling his 
products where prices were cheapest and buy- 
ing necessaries where pricés were highest. 
He advised the young men to keep out of 
debt, to be industrious and to practice econo- 
my, to warry isdustrious women, and 
t ‘cherish and defend the 
good rame ofthe south. Brand as fatsé the 
statenients found in the literature and press 
of other sections that the men and women of 
the south are lacking in any of the virtues 
and essentials that goto make up the perfect 
men and woman, the upright citizen and pa- 
triot. The south had nothing to be ashamed 
of. He was proud of her history and achieve- 
menbts, proud of her past, hopeful tor her fu 
ture. fre loved the whole country, but the 
scuth morethan all else. In conclusion he 
ssid, let us remember the bounty of the great 
Giver.

ASSAULTBD BY 


A Speculative Private Banker in Serious 
Trouble. 

Detroit, Mich., June 19.—-Last year Joseph 
Kuhn, a private banker and real estate dealer, 
failed, involving many comparatively poor 
depositors in financial ruin. Yesterday he 
was taken into court to be tried on the charge 
of embezzlement, but his lawyers were not 
ready, and the trial was postponed for a week. 
The corridor of the court room was filled with 
women, many of whom were losers through 
Kuhn, and when the latteremerged they as- 
saulted him with great voilence. One of the 
women screamed out in English: 

“There’s the man that.sicle our money, let’s 
kill him.’’ 

She accompanied the words with a blow 
from her parasol which knocked Kuhn’s hat 
off. It was immediately pounced upon by the 
other women, who tore it to tatters. The first 
women, in the meanwhile, was vigorously 
plying her umbrella over Kuhn’s head and 
shoulders. A policeman dashed aside the men 
who were urging the woman in the assault, 
end seized her arm. Kuhn then ran into 
an office, end asked that he be protected 
from the men who, he said, had deliberately 
formed s plot to assassinate him. He declared 
that they were armed, and had instigated 
the asesult with the expectation that he 
would in turn assault the women, and thus 
givethem an opportunity to kill him. He 
seys he believes his life to be constantly in 
danger.

THE PRICE OF CRIME. 


MURDERERS PUNISHED 
THEIR DBEDSOF BLOOD. 


FOR 


The Execution of Heury Etheridge io Jones County 
~—ihe Story of His Crime—a Father and 
Son Hanged from the Bame Gallows in 
Louisiana — Other Executions. 


Cuintox, Ga., June 19.—[Speciel.]—Henry 
Etheridge,a colored man, was hanged here 
to-day. 

It was on Sunday evening about dark on 
8th June, 1884, in Jones county, near the 
Putnam county line, where Tom Clemons was 
murdered by Henry Etheridge, both colored. 
Henry Etheridge emerging trom some bushes 
on the weyside makes his sudden appearance 
upon Tom’ Clemons andone Sue Williams, 
(aleo colored), who were passing along. a path- 
way though plantation of Robert Jenkins 
on their wsy tobe joinedin matrimony at 
Tom’s houee in Putnam county. Henry salu- 
ted them by 

“Good evening, Miss Susie.” 

“This is what you call gone, is it Miss 
Susie?” 

‘Well, then, good bye,’’ 

He then immediately stepped in between 
her and Tom, who was walking a few paces 
in front of her, and, without a word of notice 
or warning, deliberately fired a pistol into the 
back of the neck and head of Tom Clemons, 
who fell forward and immediately expired. 

HENRY’S ESCAPE AND CAPTURE. 

Henry made his rapid escape from the#¢ 
scene and went to the house of Mr. Robert ° 
Jenkins and informed him of what had trans- 
pired, offering only as an excuse that Tom 
considered himeelf much of a man and might 
burt him, and that he, Tom, had prom- 
ized to marry the eaid Susie last Christmas, 
snd failed to do so, and had no 
further right to be there. He wasarrested in 
south Georgia, brought back, was indicted by 
the grand jury of Jones county for murder at 
the October superior court, 1854; had a fair 
end impartial trial; was convicted and sen- 
tence to be hanged onthe 19th of December, 
IS85. His able counsel, Messrs. Jenkins of 
Extonton, and Johnson of Clinton, who had 
in defense of him shown a determination to 
see him fully, fairly and impartially 
represented and every right fully extended 
and passed upon made a motion fora new 
trial, which motion was after argument over- 
ruled by his honor, (Judge Lawson. 

BEFORE THE 8UPREME COURT. 

The case with all the facts was carried to 
the supreme court andthe judgment of the 
court below was confirmed, and Henry Eth- 
ridge was resentenced to be hanged on the 19th 
day of this present month, to-day. A visit 
to his cell yesterday disclosed the fact 
of his being a thick set, thick headed and 
thick feeling piece of humanity, without any 
emotion or epparently the slightest concep- 
tion of the awful doom, or the great crime he 
committed. He is about twenty-four years. 
old and says he and Tom had no cause of 
quarrel save as to which should marry Susie. 

TRE PPISONER CONFESSES. 

A great crowd assembled to witness the 
banging. Nodisturbance of any kind oc- 
curred. As tbe hanging was im private the 
crowd was disappointed in thé expectation of 
seeing the murderer die. Ethridge confessed 
the crime after taking his position on the 
ecafiold, and said that he was willing to die,as 
he believed that God had forgiven him. 


ROPED IN. LOUISIANA, 


A Father and a Son Hung on the jSsame 
Gallows, 

FARMERSVILLE, La., June 19.—Perry and 
William Melton, father and son,were executed 
in the parish prison here this afternoon for 
the murder of Jobn W. Cherry, April 15th, 
isS4. The drop fell at 2:17. Old man Mel- 
ton’s neck was dislocated.and with the excep- 
tion of s sligbt shrug of the shoulders,he died 
immedigtely after the fall without a struggle. 
His som William died in terrible agony, the 
looping having caught over the 
chin in descending and remaining s9,allowing 
eesy respiration. After fifteen minutes, his 
condition being unchanged, the rope was re- 
adjusted, and death resulted in eleven min- 
utes. Atfive minutes aftertwothe physicians 
pronounced life extinct. The bodies were 
nlaced in coflins and turned over to friends. 
Poth men were remarkably coo! and collected. 
\W hen asked if they had anything to say they 
replied “no,” They requested that the read- 
ine of the death warrant and papers be dis- 
pensed with, as they wanted to get through. 
Neither bad anything to say in connection 
with the crime. Besides a half audible prayer 
while kneeling on the platform and repeated 
requests to let them hearthe signal given for 
the drop, very little was said by either. Only 
the legal number witnessed the execution,

of the courthouse yard, and after getting his 
confession, which was that he was guilty but 
was sorry that he had done the deed, they put 
a hemp rope srovnd his neck and strung him 
up. Everybody seemed eager to lend a hand. 
This is the first occurrence of the kind in the 
country,aud is strongly condemnedjby the best 
citizens. Miss Boches, one of the young ladies 
assaulted, is not expected to recover.

His Execution to Take Place cn the 20th 
of November, 


Ricumoxp, Va., June 19.—The husting’s 
court room this morning was packed with one 
ofthe largest crowds seen there during the 
four weeks of the trial of T. J. Cluverius, 
for thé murder of Fannie Lillian Madison 
while Bimdreds of people filled the corridors 
end street in. the immediate vicinity.

The court was then adjourned, and the con- 
dcmhed man taken back to jail, where he was 
locked in the murderer’s cell, there to remain 
until the day of execution, or granted a new 
trial by the supreme court, which will meet 
in this city on the 24 of November. 

Jugge Atkins so fixed the time of execution 
as to give the prisoner an opportunity to get 
the decision of the supreme court before that 
time arrived.

A Colored Double Murderer Four Times 
Cov victed. 

FREDERICKSBURG, Va., June 19.—On May 
18,1582, Captain Edward Melson, commander 
of an oyster schooner and his colored mate 
were found murdered on board of a vessel in 
upper Machodie creek,a small armof the 
Potomac river, in Prince George county. 
Shortly after Frank Burkman was arrested in 
Baliimore, charged with the crime. Before 
leaving Baltimore Burkman detailed to the 
police the history of his crime. He shot both 
of his victims, the colored mate first, while 
sJeeping, and Captain Melson when he awoke 
immediately after. On the first trial for the 
murder of Captain Melson the jury failed to 
agree, standing eleven for murder in the first 
degree, one for murder in the second degree. 
He was subsequently tried, convicted and 
sentenced to be hanged, but because of a tech- 
nicality was granted a new trial. He was 
egain convicted and sentenced to be hanged. 
Application for a new trial was successful, af- 
ter which the case was removed to Essex coun- 
ty, in the northern neck. When again called 
the jury promptly rendered a verdict in the 
firet degree, and for a third time he received 
the death sentence. Again a new trial was 
grented, and began on Tuesday last. He was 
tried for the murder of Captain Melson, and 
the jury returned a verdict of murderin the 
second degree. Burkman, through his coun- 
eel, entered a plea of guilty of murder in the 
second degree on thefindictment of killing the 
colored mate, which was accepted by the 
siate. Yosterday the court gave him 4 sen- 
tence of eighteen years in each case in the 
penitentiary eat Richmond. 


CURSING THE JUDGE,

JNDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 19.—Frank Whit- 
ney and Charles Daniels, convicted burglars, 
were arraigned in the criminal court yester- 
dey.

'ENGLAND DEADLOCKED. 


SALISBURY DEMANDING CONCES- 
SIONS FROM GLADSTONE. 


The Conservatives Alarmed atthe Bash Threats of 
Chamberlain —- Lord Ran@olph Churchill 
Cheered—Ocnservative Threat to Upset 
the Redistribution of Seats. 


Loxpox, June 19.—There was another con 
ference of the conservatives this morning in 
the residence of the marquis of Sal- 
isbury. As heretofore, all present 
were pledged tosecrecy. The marquis, in an 
cpen letter, writes that “the imputation that 
the conservatives desire war with Russia is 
ridiculous.”” The necessity of such a letter’ 
some conservatives say, is due entirely to the 
recent secret conference of the leaders of the 
party. 

The Dublin Freeman’s Journal, in a lead- 
ing editorial upon the British ministry, gives 
cordial approval to the appointment of the 
earl of Carnarvon as lord lieutenant of Ire- 
land. 

NO PLEDGE YET GIVEN. 

The liberal leaders have not yet given to 
the conservatives any pledgeof assistance in 
the conduct of the government. 

A privy council Wis -not held to-day at 
Windsor castle for the formal transfer of the 
ministry. The liberals réjained their old 
bench when parliament metthis afternoon. 
Great crowds of people thronged 
all the streets in the neighborhood 
of parliament house. The out pouring 
of people today was greater by far than at 
any time since the begimming of the preseat 
crisis in public affairs. The police had great 
difficulty in keeping the entrances to the 
houses of parliament clear, that the members 
might bave easy access. There was an unu- 
eually full attendance of members, the liberals 
and conservatives occupying their usual 
seats. 

Mr. Labouchere asked if it was true that 
the marquis of Salisbury was prevented from 
ts king cilice by his failure to obtain assurances 
of assistance from the retiring government. 
Mr. Labouchere added that he himself and 
many other radicals strongly objected to any 
essurance being given the conservatives in 
the event of their taking office. 

Mr. Gladstone, in reply, said that when he 
was lastasked asimilar question, he stated 
that he had not at that time had any confer- 
ence with the marquis ot Salisbury. Since 
then, however, he had received overtures 
from the marquis of Salisbury. Should there 
be any result of any correspondence between 
the marquis and himself, it would be made 
public. There would be no secret under- 
standing whatever. Inthat the marquis of 
Salisbury himeelf concurred, 

The house then, on motion of Mr. Gladstone 
acjourned until Tuesday next. 

THE REDISTRIBUTION OF SEATS. 

In the house of lords, the marquis of Salis- 
bury rose amid cheers, and asked Lord Gran- 
ville to consent to an adjournment of the 
house until Tuesday next. Hesaid the con- 
ferences of liberals and conservatives had not 
yet reached a stage to enable either side to 
mekea statement. Therefore it would be 
more convenient for all to postpone any dis- 
cussion until Tuesday next. He wished, 
however, to make just one observation. It was 
in respect toa yery important order in the 
paper. He wast awaréaiime. importance of 
pushing the redistributiof’of seats bill toa 
conclusion, but a very serious question had 
unfortunately arisen in connection with the 
measvre. It had become known that the re- 
distribution of seats bill had destroyed one set 
of constituencies. The marquis of Salisbury 
furiber objected te the redistribution of seats 
bill because, when passed in its present form, 
it would prevent, even in the case of 
necessity, an appeal to the country 
before November. The motion to 
adjourn until Tuesday next was then 
adopted by a vote of 124 ayes to 56 nays. 

Earl Kimberly, who was secretary of state 
for India in Gladstone’s ministry, voted 
against adjournment. 

Negotiations between the liberals and the 
coneervatives are proceeding through the me- 
dium of the queen. The marquis of Salisbury 
urges that if the redistribution of seats bill is 
finally pessed, the conservativés will bede~« 
prived of the constitutional alternative of ap- 
pealing to the country should the liberals 
unfairiy hamper the conduct of public busi- 
ness. Therefore the marquis of Salisbury un- 
expectedly, after taking the best legal advice 


on the subject, decided not to allow the seats 


bill to pass into a law until further considera- 
tion has been had. It is impossible for the 


new bill to come into operation before Novem- 


ber, hence Lord Salisbury insists upon having 
liberal pledges not to wilfully obstruct the 
conservative leaders. | 

LORD RANDOLPH CHEERED, 

Lord Randolph Churchill received an ova- 
ticn to-day from the ecrowd assembled at 
Windsor depot, where he took the train for 
Ascotheath. He has written a letter to the 
Dublin conservative workmen’s club, ex- 
pressing his regret that he is unable to visit 
[reland, owing to the unsettled political situa- 
tion, 

The conservatives are alarmed at the tone 
of Chamberlain’s* recent speeches, which de- 
note an intention on his part to harass the 
conservatives to his utmost. The conserva- 
tives insist that the liberals will yet be com- 
pelled to accept Lord Salisbury’s terms. 

Under the threat of the conservatives that 
they will appeal to the present constituencies, 
it is expected that Gladstone will succeed in 
persuading the radical section to sgree to al- 
low the budget deficit to be carried next year, 
though the liberals would gladly avoid giving 
a pledge in order to induce the conservatives 
to propose the unpleasant taxation that would 
proye disadvantageous to them at the general 
election. 

THE PLEDGE ASKED AGAIN. 

Lord Salisbury asked a pledge of the liberals 
that they would fairly consider the budget 
scheme, and if they disapproved it would 
consent to let the deficit be carried to 1856, 
qnd to allow the conservatives the whole time 
of the house of commens during the remainder 
of there sion. Mr. Gladstone deelined to give 
a pledge regarding an unseen scheme of 
ingnce. 

The News says it is able to state that Glad- 
stone’s reply is final, and there is no chance 
of the matter being arranged by further 
liberal concessions. The conservatives are 
signing a memorial to Lord Salisbury, asking 
him to refuse office unles. the pledge be ob- 
tsined from the liberals. 

In consequence of the political deadlock, 
Eerl Spencer has postponed his departure 
from lreland. The liberals have resolved to 
stop supplies until the _ redistri- 
bution of seats bill is com- 
pleted. They will robably oppose 
the meking of the first lordship of the Ivesj a 
sinecure, when a vote is fixed for the salary 
of £5.060 attached to that position. It is un- 
derstocd that Sir Stafford Northcote has ac- 
cepted the peerage, reger@less of any action 
tbat may be taken. ; 

The Standard believes thet Gladstone is 
willing to resume office if the marquis of Salis- 
bury declines. In that event it says the coer- 
cion ect will be deciphered, and Earl Spencer 
sud the marquis of Hartington will not enter 
the cabinet.

ROACH AND THE DOLPHIN. 

There is great commotion in the mind of 
John Roach, and in the minds of the John 
Roach organs, in regard to the decision of 
the examining board appointed by the secre- 
tary of the navy to examine the Dolphin, 
There seems to be a vague fear that the coun- 
try isabout to be wrenched by some awful 
strain not dreampt of in the cyclope lias and 
reference books. Since Robeson inaugurated 
the practice of wading into the treasury in 
behalf of Koach, there has been a general 
impression among the M. Haisteads and 
Whitelaw lisids of the repubiican party that 
Roach isnot only entitiei to the United 
States and the usufruct thereof, but to as 

much of the rest of tg earth as he might 
choose *> fo—ge off, — 


me TWGring the past several weeks all of the 


hewspapers have b:en full of the Dolphin. 
We bave heard more of the Dolphin, in fact, 
than there was any necessity for hearing, but 
it is possible that the press will have the good 
sense to dry dock the vessel and giva the suf- 
fering public a rest. 

The examining board appointed by the sec- 
retary of the navy has reported that the 
Dolphin is totally unfit for the purpose for 
which she was designed; that she lacks speed ; 
thatshe cannot fight, and that she caanot 
defend herseif while ranning away. Shehas 
on her deck a sort of hamlet of houses, and 
in order to fire on a fleeing or pursuing ves- 
se],she would have to send a bali through 
this little settlement of deck houses. The 
report says that if she is to be of any services 
in time of war, she will have to be destroyed 
and built over again. : 

It is said that Roach refuses to be- 
lieve that the board has agreed that 
the Dolphin is unseawortby. Roach’s friends 
and pariners say that the whole matter has 
assumed the shape of political persecution; 
and they say, furthermore, that if the Dol- 
phin was not built as she should be, the 
jault is that of the board of constructioa 
which superintended the work, and not the 
fault of Roach. 

There i8 no doubt that the decision of the 
examining board will throw a great damper 
Over the feelings of the Roach wing of the 
republican party. Koach and his partners 
have acted all along as though they had 
foo ! 
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of the crop tha, pssses to sca over their 
wharves. 

And why should they handle the crop as in 
former Gsys’ Are the charges at the seaports 
more favorable to the producer? And why 
should the producer be taxed by the railroads 
on the basis of uncompressed bales, when, 
by practically using the presses near at home, 
be can eave to himself freight charges? It is 
alike to the interest of the producer and the 
common carrier to utilize the press nearest a 
perticular portion of the crop; and for this 
reason cotton presses of the latest and largest 
pattern are becoming a part of the outfit of 
every interior trade center. The chances are 
that very little cotton will, in the course of 
ten years, be compressed at the seaports. 
Certain it is that very soon no cotton will be 
carried in the plantation state one hundred 
miles. It will seek the nearest compress in 
order to avoid unnecessary freight charges. 
Trade lost at the seaports on this account can 
not be regained, simply because the interior 
towns will the better serve the producer. 
When the seaports expect the producer to re- 
turn to old methods, they-really say that he 
does not understand arithmetic and has no 
care for his own pocket. 

The Savannah News sees the solution clear- 
ly when it suggests the wisdom of beginning 
‘to lay the foundation of industries that will 
afford employment for the population of the 
respective seaport cities when the cotton 
trade shall baye become located at the inte- 
rior towns.’’ This suggestion is the plain 
sense of thesituatioa at theseaports. A great 
many in such towns will soon be uaablie to 
get a living out of the cotton trade, and like 
Mobile, each of our poris should establish in- 
dustries that will take the place of the dis- 
solving cotton trade; industries that will do 
more to increase a city’s wealth and popula- 
tion than the shooting of cotton bates from 
car to boat, even if all the bales in Caristen- 
dom were included. The proposition to re- 
gain the old trade by lessened charges is 
illusory. It is a game the interior towns can 
play as well. The ports should accept the 
natural current of trade, and go to work to 


recoup their losses in other directions.

POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 
The Springfield, Mass., Union presents the 
entire subject of savings banksin the south 
in a compact, comprehensive and conserva- 
tive parsgraph. it says: 
It isevident from the- discussion going on that 
public opinion is being worked to secure a back- 
ing for a postal savings bank bill. There are some 
things to ve said for postal sayings banks, but the 
objections are very serious. Sparsely settled west- 
ern and southern states would find the postoificea 
convenient depository of small savings, and likely 
enough habits of saving would be envwiraged. But 
itis immeasurably more important that the p®%o- 
ple of those sections should acquire the habit of 
managing their own affairs as the people of New 
Fngland haye done, creating and supporting their 
own local institutions, The greatest weakness of 
those sections is their inaptnessin self-help. They 
need above all things to feel the grim necessity of 
bestirripng themselves and making local experi- 
ments in public and financial administration. It 
is morally certain that if the national government 
provides them with postal savings banks, they 
Will not establish local savings banks. In the long 
run they cannot afford to have their savings con- 
cenirated at Washington and New York. The 
south and west need the use of capital as much as 
they need the habit of saving, and they cannot 
have both unless they eetablish local banks under 
hoe Management. A bopefulsign at the south

Johnson Driven te Insanity Before Killing 
Henry—A Pathetic Speech. 

GREENVILLE, Tenn., June 19.—[Special. }—The 
famous murder trial against Captain E. T. John- 
son, for slaying» Major Henry grows in interest 
from day to day. The testimony shows that 
Johnson was tubjected to all manner of outrages 
and inhuman treatment at the hands of his ene- 
mies. Dr, Griffith even wrote Johnson’s son that 
bis father bad murdered his mother, and gave 


what he considered sufficient reason for his belief. 
All this testimony was introduced to show that 
persecution by his enemies had its weight in caus- 
ing ~ insanity, which culminated in the 
murder of Henry. Letters from ans 
Jobnson to friends in Indianapolis were read in 
court to prove that Johnson was gradually driven 
totbe murder. They were well written and some 
of them were pathetic inthe extreme. They all 
attegted his love tor his wife eyen after she had 
‘“‘oome® wrong,’ and that her ruin and death were 
uppermost 1n bis mind at all times up to the kill- 
ing of Henry, her seducer. 

Counsel was reading one letter, where he de- 
scribed bis wifecoming to him in his dreams, 
dressed as she was on the morning of her death, in 
pure white, and admonishing him to be of good 
cheer, as all would be rightedintheend. Captain 
Jobpson broke down and wept like achild. This 
wes the first instance of unusual emotion that he 
bas shown since the trial began. Many others in 
the court-room were seen to weep as the reading of 
the leiters proceeded. General sympathy ior 
Johnson increases as the trial goes on, 

JOHNSON’S PATHETIC ADDRESS IN COURT. 

The following is a report of an extraordinary 
speech made by Mr. Johnson in court at Kokomo, 
Ind., some years ago, as reported at the time in 
the Gazette of that city: 

“FE, T. Johnson tried his first case since his re: 
sumption of the practice of the law in Kokomo 
last week. As is known, his long illness has seri- 
ously impaired his hearing, and he was compelled 
to use a large, uncouth ear trumpet in order to 
hear the testimony of witnesses and the cross- 
questioning of the opposiug counsel,one of whom 
was a young attorney,and who took occasion ence 
or twice to be merry over the big tin horn. In his 
speech Jobnson retorted as foliows: 

‘* ‘Reveral times during this trial the gentleman 
bas sneered contemptuously at my infirmity,and 
at the unsightly ear trumpet it compels me to use. 
My cea: sir, if this trumpet is so distasteful to 
you, try to imagine how loathsome itisto me. 1 
neverlook at it withoutashudder. My hand 
never touches it thatI do not :truggle with the 
impulse to fling it from meas the most hideous 
thingonearth. Shou!d you put that trumpet to 
your ear you would bear sounds that would 
make your very eyeballs start from their sockets.

The Wheeling chamber ofcom- 
merce recently sent a representative to 
there sections to personally investigate 
the stories, and report on the condition of the 
peop!e andthe ability ofthe poor authorities 
to provide necessaries. This representative 
returned this afternoon, and says the paople 
are noton the verge of starvation, and in fact 
are notin a8 bad a cendition as betore the 
spring opened,and that no relief will be 
asked from outsice counties. The better class 
of citizens resent the aggravated reports. The 
only people requiring help from the poor au- 
thorities are the shiftless class, who subsist by 
hunting and fishing, and never work if they 
can helpit. They are not numerous, and 
none are so badly offas represented. The 
representative of the chamber of commerce 
made a thorough investigation, and says any 
voluntary help fromthe outside would be 
misplaced. 


KENTUCKY LAWLESSNESS. 


The Joneses and the Halls Settling Their 
Accounts. 

Whiteseure, Ky., June 19,—Link Banks, 
the Jeader of the outlaws inthis county, en- 
tered the store of James H. Frazior on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, and drawing his revolver, 
said to Frazier thatthey would settle accouuts.

BARTHOLDI’S STATUE. 


Reception of the 
Statue. 
New York, June 19,—The.formal reception 
of Bartholdi’s statue of liberty enlightening 


the world took place today. The lower part 
of the city had quite a holiday-like appear- 
ance, being decorated with flags and bunting 
from the battery to the city hall, along 
Broadway, the route of the procession, in 
honor of the errival of the statue. Up town, 
the statues of Washington and LaFayette 
were adorned with bunting and evergreens. 
All along the river front the shipping was 
adorned with flags of all nations. The pro- 
giémme was an ejaborate one. The ceremo-. 
nies began at 9 o,clock and occupied all the 
forenoon and part of the afternoon. Tae 
scene on the bay was very beautiful. 

At nine o’clock the steamerAtlantic, having 
on board the aldermen, the committee of the 
chamber of commerce and theAmerican com- 
mittee, went down the bay to meet the Isere. 
Among others on the boat were Senator Wil- 
lism M. Evarts, Mayor Grace, General Charles 
P, Stone, President Adolph Sanger, of the 
board of aldermen, and Louis De Bebian. As 
the Atlantic steamed . down the bay, 
ehe WsS greeted with blasis 
from the hundred steam whistles. 
Flegs floated from all parts of! Bedloe’s island 
when the steamer passed. When the Atlantic 
reached the Isere, the former’s passengers 
mounted to the deck of the latter vessel, and 
were received by the oflicers and men of the 
Isere with marked courtesy. General Stone 
ard Commandant Tanner had a hurried con- 
sultation, after which the main brace was 
spliced by the members of the several com- 
mittees and Frenchmen. It was 
11:30 when the signal gun ‘on 
the dispatch boomed out the announcement 
that everythipg wes ready for the start. The 
eailors on the isere hoisted Janchor, and the 
band on the Atlantic played the Marseillaise. 
The water was now swarming with crafts as 
far asthe eye could reach. There were ves 
sels-without number. Every sort of vessel 
had been pressed into service by the ambitious 
sightseers. Soon the volumes of smoke were 
belching forth from the funnel of the Isere. 
Her propeller began to revolve, and she was 
headed in the direction of Bedloe’s island. 
The Frerch man-of-war, La Flore, headed 
the procession. Soon her gunners opened a 
salute of honor, by firing 21 guns in the short 
space of 6l’seconds. Hardly had the smoke 
cleared away from her deck when the United 
States man-of-war, Omaha, replied with a 
broedside. Then the Alliance and the Pow- 
batan fired their guns. The guns of Fort 
Wadsworth thundered out a salute as the 
naval procession passed. 

A WONDERFUL SCENE. 

Such ascene ‘as was then presented has 
rarely been witnessed in the bay. One hun- 
dred steamersand yachts with flying flags 
and streamers, crowded with people, ‘fullowed 
the Isere. The music of a dozen bands floated 
out over the water, while the war ships thun- 
dered and the forts re-echoed with booming 
guns. The guests on the Atlantic shouted 
themselves hoarse. The French officer of the 
Isere stood on the quartez deck, bowing 
to the salutes which they heard on every side. 
All the way up the harbor until the head of 
the procession had arrived off Bedloe’s Island, 
the shores of New Jersey and Long Island re- 
sounded with the crash of guns. It seemed 
like a battle at sea without the disastrous at- 
tendant circumstances. When the anchor of 
the Isere was at length lowered, there was 
more firing of cannous, blowing of whisures 
and shouting of people. Bedloe’s Island was 
crowded with spectators. The men 
hed climbed up to the top of the 
pedestal and seated themselves in the hnge 
stones.

The Finest Monament in thistsection‘to be 
Erected to the Biue and the Gray, 

The design for the blue and the gray monu- 
ment to be erected on Battle hill, in Westview 
cemetery, shows a very handsome affair, and 
the monument will be one that will be nota- 
ble the country over. Thecorner stone is to 
be laid on the 28th of next month, the day on 
which the battle of Ezra church was tought 
in 1864. The monument will cost nearly a 
hundred thousand dollars, and will bea 180 
feet high with a spiral stairway leading to the 
top. For the pedestal there will be a monu- 
mental fort with immense walls of stone, in- 
closing two rooms and a vault, the former for

2 receptacie tor the remains of the unknown 
dezd who are discovered from time to time on 
the old battle fields.

ROBERTS DOES NOT COME, 


His Physical Condnion Prevents-.-The Or 
der cf the Court in the Case, 

Yesterday was the time fur the delivery of 
W.58. Roberts, of Augusta, tothe New York 
authorities to be taken to that state to answer 
an indictment for grand larceny. It was ru- 
mored day before yesterday that Roberts was 
not physically able to come to Atlanta and 
his failure to arrive did not create any sur- 
priee. 

Yesterday morning Judge Montgomery, one 
of his lawyers, went before Judge Speer, sit- 
ting in chambers for the southern district of 
Georgia, and produced the evidence that it was 
impossible without risking the life of the ac- 
cused to have himin court, as the order of 
Justice Woods required. Judge Montgomery 
describéd Roberts as a feeble old man, 
who hed almost reached the allotted 
limit of three score years and ten, and who is 
etillin a precarious condition, resulting from 
his recent attempt to take his own life. He 
appealed to the court for a stay of its judg- 
ment ordering Roberts delivered to the New 
York authorities. 

Mr. Frank Miller, counsel for the prosecu- 
tors of Roberts, asked that the caurt place 
Roberts in the custody of the 
United States marshal for the 
southern district of Georgia to be held by him 
until his-condition will permit his transfer to 
New York. Judge Speer issued an order 
ares Roberts in the custody of the marshal, 

ut requiring that officer to report to the court 
before he shall deliver Roberts. This was 
done so as to have the court to judge of Rob- 
erts’s physical condition when the marshal 
shal] conclude that he is well enough to go to 
New York. 
toberts is now in the custody of the sehriff 
of Richmond county, and this fact was sug- 
gested by his counsel yesterday. Judge Speer 
remerked that he supposed the sheriff would 
deliver Roberts to the marshal and that. if he

THE GRAND JURY INVESTIGATE 
SOME EDITORIAL REMARKS. 
rr sro 
A Copy of the Weekly Defience, a Colored Paper, 
Gets into the Grand Jury KRoom-—Tfhe Jurors 
Read it snd Declare that the Articles are 
Lébelous-Burnett, Manager, arrested 


Alonzo W. Burnett, one of the publishers of 
the Weekly Defiance, has just been indicted 
by the grand jury for criminal libel. 

The Defiance is a six column folio, printed 
in this city on every Saturday. 

It is devoted, so it stoutly asserts, to the in- 
terest, advancement and enlightenment of the 
colored race. | 

No one knows who is the managing editor of 
the paper, andthe grand jury will probably 
offer a reward for his discovery. 

The paper is extensively read by the colored 
people of Atlanta, and has made a good living 


for its business manager, Burnett. It is what 
is generally known asa patent outside. The 
inside shows a fair advertisihg patronage. 
But it is neither the patent outside or the 
advertising patronage that has secured the 
true bills sgainst Burnett. 

HOW THE TROUBLE BEGAN. 

For some time past the paper has been making 
use Of some vary strong language. Its editor 
bas been assaulting the police department, 
the courts and the chaingang lessees. Captain 
W. H. Brotherton, Colonel George Adair, Mr. 
A. G. Rhodes, M. Rich & Co. and others have 
slso fallen under his “caustic faber,’”’ and the 
result was the two true bills. Some weeks 
ago a colored woman named Carter, 
the wife of a colored preacher, 
entered Captain Brotherton’s store. 
During her stay in the store Captain Brother- 
ton and she had a dispute, ‘and when 
the woman left she asserted 
thet Captain Brotherton had slapped her jaws. 
The matter created quite a stir among the 
colored race, and on the Sunday following 
nearly every colored minister in the city had 

SOMETHING TO SAY FROM THE PULPIT 
about the affair. The Defiance took the mat- 
ter up and wentfor Captain Brotherton. It 
handled him without gloves, and essayed to 
arouse the colored race against Captain 
Brotherton and his family. The abuse heaped 
upon the gentlemen was excessive in quantity 
and quality. The paper commanded its 
readers to quit dealing with the merchant. 

Whenj Patrolman Christophine found it 
necessary to shoot Alf Jackson, the negro who 
stole a pair of shoes from one ot his race, the 
paper waded into the police, the police com- 
mission, the courts, and everything else out of 
sight. Then when Jim Henry Parks was 
killed the same ground was gone over until 
Commissioner English jumped Chief Connolly 
about the investigation. This brought a 
change in the paper’s tove, but that change 
was directed entirely towards Commissioner 
English. He wag declared to be the colored 
man’s friend and was eulogized 
in mass meeting. At that mass meeting reso- 
lutions denouncing everything and everybody 
counected with either one of the troubles, ex- 
cept Commissioner English, were adopted. 

The paper’s assault upon Colonel Adair and 
Mr. Ktheaes was based upon business matters, 
Colonel Adair had

with Amos Rucaer, who made himself con- 
spicuous about the postofilce building before 
the change in the administration. Rucker 
did not like the result, and the Defiance took 
up the fight. When Mr. A. G, Rhodes gave 
the Y. M. C. A. fund $371, the paper took oc- 
casion to call him a robber. 

These articles were all couched in the rough- 
est and most abusive language. The writer 
went attbem asif he did notcare what he 
said, or how he said it, justso it was some- 
thing mean. They attracted the attention of 
the white people, and whenthe grand jury 
met day before yesterday copies of the paper 
were introducea intothe body. The jurors 
read the articles and wondered who would 
be the next man to incur the 
Defiance’s displeasure. Witnesses were sum- 
moned and an effort was made to ascertain 

THE WRITER OF THE ARTICLES, 

but Burnett was the only person responsible 
for the publications as far as the jury’s infor- 
mation went. The jury deemed it prudent to 
pass overeverything except the articles re- 
fering to Colonel) Adair and Mr. Rhodes. 
These resulted in two true bills. The one 
referring to Mr. Rhodes read: 

A. G. Khodes, the furniture dealer, gave three 
hundred and seventy-one dollars to the Young 
Men’s Christian association. Perhaps he is trying 
to ciear his conscience up for the robbery commit: 
ted upon poor negroes. Not a dollar of it was 
honest Money that he gave. He has sold five dol- 
lar clocks for fifty. He 1s the installment furui- 
ture dealer. 

The one which discussed Colonel Adair and 
Rucker, was very bitter. It called Amos 
Rucker the Hon. H. A. Rucker and referred 
to Colonel] Adair as Adair. It asserted that the 
Colonel bad forced Rucker out of business, 
much to Rucker’s loss, and advised the col- 
ored people to have no transactions with him, 

Early yesterday morning two warrants were 
issued for Burnett, and his bond was fixed at 
$500 in each case. Soon after the warran's 
were issued, Captain Couch arrested 
Burnett. His arrest created quite a sensation 
among the colored people. He made efforts 
during the day to give bond, and as he went 
from place to place was accompanied by a 
crowd of his friends. Burnett says he will be 
able to complete his bonds to-day. The of- 
fense, if proven, is punishable by a fine not 
exceeding $1,000, by imprisonment in jail not 
exceeding twelve months, by work on§ the 
public works not exceeding six months, any 
one or all three ot these. 

Burnett isa young dark mulatto. He has 
been in Atlantaa longtime. It is intimated 
that the grand jury is not yet through with 
the case.

The Carpenters Meet itn Temperance Hall 
and Talk—A Big Meetiag. 


The carpenters’ meeting in Temperance 
ball last night was attended by about one 
bundred members of the trade.

In connection therewith the following letter 
from the pastors and others of thecity, mailed 
yesterday to the pastors of Savannah, will be 
read with interest: 

ATLANTA, Ga., June 17.—To the Pastors of the 
City of Savannah: Our attention has been called 
to some articles in the Savannah News and Times 
containing statements which are absolutely false, 
and doing great injustice to Dr. Munhall and the 
revival work here, but we are glad to say no harm 
bas been done to either. 

There has been no wrangle. Dr. Munhall has 
never mentioned the name of Dr.Tucker publicly, 
or referred toanything Dr, Tucker bas written or 
said. - 

In the meeting which Dr. Tucker’s criticism was 
referred to, Dr, Munhall had not one word to say 
of Dr, Tucker, or his criticism. 

The Rey. Dr. Hawthorne, the pastor of the First 
Baptist church of this city, made the following re- 
marks: 

‘‘An article has appeared contiining statements 
concerning the tabernacle services that are unjust, 
incorrect and unchristian. That article was writ- 
ten by a Baptist minister. but I feel that I risk 
nothing in saying that it represents nobody but 
the author of it.

The pastor and 
laymen who are engaged in tre work are men of 
common sense and honesty and piety. They are 
neither dupes nor dectivers, The peopleof At 
lania can afford vo trust them, and do trust them. 
The gospel is preached here from day to day, with 
great fidelity, tenderness and force. Under its 
influence Men and woren of ali classes profess 
repentance toward God and faith in Jesus Christ.

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CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


The Grand Jury Returns a True Bill Against 
Patrolman Christophine, 


Patrolman Christophine stands indicted for 
murder and will probably be arrested to-day. 

The grand jury thinksthat Alf Jackson’s 
death from a wound inflicted by Patrolman 
Christophine makes a charge of murder. 

The killing of Jackson occurrea some two 
months ago. It will be remem- 
bered that a negro boy informed 
the police, just previous to Jackson’s death, 
that Jackson bad stolen a pair of shoes from 
him. A few nights after this information the 
patrolman encountered Jackson on Houston 
street and attempted to arrest him. Jackson 
declined to give in, and during the difficulty 
that.ensued the patrolman fired two shots at 
him, ore of which took effect. Jackson, how- 
ever, escaped, but later inthe night he was 
found desperately wounded. The next morn- 
ing he was removed to the Ivy street hospital 
where he lingered a week or ten days, and 
then died. After Jackson’s death 
Coroner Haynes held an inquest. Only one 
witness, however, was examined. That wit- 
ness was Patrolman  Christophine. The 
coroner’s jury made the killing justifiable. Day 
before yesterday the grand jury examined 
twenty or twenty-five witnesses, who knew, 
or professed to know something about the 
shooting. The testimony deposed induced a 
ag bill charging the patrolman with mur- 
aer. 

No warrent has yet been issued for Patrol- 
man Christophine, but be will - probably 
te arrested today, The finding of 
the true bill was carefally guarded 
by the grand jury asa secret, but it leaked 
out yesterday. Last night Patrolman Chris- 
topbine was informed of the true bill. He 
seems to think that it was unjust to find one, 
but says he is not afraid of a fair trial and will 
ask anearly one. He has not gone off duty. 

It is understood among the men on the force 
that the police commission will stand by the 
patrolman. The men all say that they are 
ready to aid their brother peeler in his trouble. 
Some of the mem bers of the 
force are considerably «worked up 
over the indictment, and a few of them charge 
itup to Commissioner English’s recent talk 
before the board.
